The cistern near 
the school contains 23,000 gallons of 
water, the one behind the skating rink 
hold 14,500, the main cistern behind 
the hotel has a capacity of 30,000 gal¬ 
lons and the cisterns at the elevators 
and negir the Machine Shop each hold 
about 2G,000 gallons. The pumping 
engine has a capacity of 285 gallons 
|W>r minute output, which can be train¬ 
ed on the fire through two four-inch 
hoselines. Each of these four-inch hose 
lines can be changed in a short time to 
two hoselines of two-inch diameter. In 
addition to the large fire engine, a 
smaller engine carries the chemical 
equipment for fighting fires. 

The efficiency of the fire depart¬ 
ment has been demonstrated on many 
occasions and has been praised by fire 
adjusters more than once.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


At this time of year when the financial statements from 
municipal districts are being presented, one is inclined to 
appreciate E. L. Gray’s recent commendation of municipal 
administration, and his contention that the powers of local 
administration might ipell be extended. 

Municipal governments need make no apology to senior 
governments on the standpoint of efficiency. Within their 
limited sphere, and .with their limited range of taxation, 
they offer an example of careful administration. In this 
area, any municipal districts which have been fortunate in 
crops, have registered that good fortune in tax collections 
and the clearing up of outstanding debt. Other districts 
with poor crops, have made praiseworthy attefhpt to bal¬ 
ance receipts and expenditures. 

Relatively speaking, the councillors of a municipal dis¬ 
trict are in big business. They and their secretaries ad¬ 
minister large sums of money running up annually in some 
instances to hundreds of thousands of dollars. They must 
make decisions in which sound judgment and a measure of 
business experience are essential. The financial statements 
indicate that a wise choice of councillors has directed af¬ 
fairs in the town and surrounding municipalities. 

One requirement for any councillor is that he must have 
had reasonable success in managing his personal affairs. 
This is not to say that all the good men or the popular men 
of a community are successful in business—far from it. 

But the duties of a councillor demand a certain business 
acumen, an appreciation of finance, and an experience that 
has taught him that good years must be made to. take care 
of bad years. Practical experience in the fluctuations 
which visit farm or business life, and the demonstrated 
ability to meet these and survive, are a good foundation for 
any civic office. Added to this must be a measure of pro- 
,'ressiveness, and a mind open for opportunities. 

In the immediate future, in towns and municipal districts 
t will be necessary for ratepayers to nominate and elect 
councillors. Future welfare of the district will depend to 
a great extent on the selection of responsible, capable men.

U.F.W.A. For Health Units 

A fine tribute to the work of the 
health units was paid at the conven¬ 
tion. Mrs. Leomo of Red Deer says: 

“I am fqrtunate in being under the 
Red Deer unit,” she said. “We can¬ 
not estimate the value of the clinics. 
We as farm women have always re¬ 
ceived splendid co-operation from 
those in charge of it.” 

The convention voted unamimously 
in recommending an increase in the 
number of health units. The former 
stands in favor of family limitation 
clinics and safe medicine were reaf¬ 
firmed. A motion was carried ad¬ 
vocating investigation of over crown¬ 
ing at Ponoka. The women pledged 
themselves to immediate boycott of 
Japanese goods. 

The U.F.A. resolution on the Que¬

This was the main feature of debate 
at the convention. An amendment 
was rejected that the U.F.A. would 
be affiliated with the C.C.F. provin- 
cially, although they will retain this 
connection in the federal field. An¬ 
other amendment was defeated which 
would keep the U.F.A in provincial 
politics, “but willing to co-operate 
with other groups having similar 
objectives. 

According to Norman Priestly, vice- 
president, members have always been 
free to do as they wished when a con¬ 
stituency-,. association decided not to 
contest a seat. They will still retain 
that privilege. 

The decision not to link up with 
the C.C.F. provincial politics was re¬ 
ceived with disappointment by E. J. 
Garland, Dominion organizer of .the 
C.C.F. “Nothing has been solved,” de¬ 
clared Mr. Garland. 

Robert Gardiner, president of U. F. 
A. declared that the C.C.F. had not 
caught the fancy of the Alberta far¬ 
mers. 

“You must take the mass of the 
people with you. We, as an organi¬ 
zation in Alberta, have been the spear¬ 
head of progressive thought. Is this 
spearhead going so far ahead of the 
masses that we’ll lose contact with 
them 7 See tj)at the spearhead is in 
close contact with the people so that 
you can take them with you, other¬ 
wise you’ll only be a small group talk 
ing to yourselves." * - 

One section of the convention was 
plainly in support of affliation with 
the C.C.F. in provincial as well as 
federal politics. 

Another section was definitely op¬ 
posed to lining up with the C.C.F.

F.A. getting out of politics altogether 
and allowing the delegates to use 
their own judgment in provincial poli¬ 
tics.

2. Keep body good condition with 
right kinds of food, including milk, 
eggs, fruits and green vegetables 
(not overeating sweets). Sleep 8 hours 
of the 24. Daily exercise out of 
doors. Drink at least 6 glasses of 
water daily. 

3. Train your skin to changes of 
temperature by different bathing. 

4. Wear sensible clothing. 

5. Keep your feet warm and dry. 

6 . Breathe through your nose. 

7. Have diseased tonsils bad teeth 
treated or removed. 

8 . Wash your hands with soap and 
water before eating and after toilet. 
Brush your teeth twice a day. 

9. Live and work in well ventilated 
rooms. (A thermometer at 68 degrees 
is better than over 70. 

10. Sleep with open windows. 

11. Cool off gradually. If you are 
perspiring don’t go into a cold breeze 
to cool. 

12. If you keep taking colds in 
spite of taking care, or if colds hang 
on, your health needs watching, see 
a doctor. 

Pneumonia is a lung inflammation 
usually starting with chill followed by 
high fever and heaviness in 'the chest. 
Pneumonia places a great strain on 
heart and lungs. 

The special significance of influen¬ 
za lies in the fact that it often paves 
the way for a fatal attack of pneu¬ 
monia. During an epidemic of influ¬ 
enza, the number of pneumonia cases 
and the number of deaths from pneu¬ 
monia may be increased to two times 
usual figures. 

Pneumonia figures relating to Al¬ 
berta show that' in 1934 there were 
309 deaths, plus 141 irom influenza 
(usually ending in pneumonia) mak¬ 
ing a total of 460. 

The latest available figures are for 
1936 when there were 460 pneumonia 
deaths plus influenza 194, making a 
total of 644. About two-thirds of 
these were men. The death rate in 
all types of pneumonia is from 20 
to 35 per cent of all those who be¬ 
come infected. 

Within the last ten years great ad¬ 
vances have been made in the study 
of influenza cases, also in different
